sumption act. At the time fixed and 
in the manner contemplated by law, 
TTnited States notes began to be re- 
deemed ia coin. Since the first t<£ 
January last.they have bSen promptly 
redeemed on presentation^ and in all 
business transactions, public 
and 


private, in all parts of the country, 
they are received and paid out as the 
equivalent of coin. The demand up- 
on the treasury for gold and silver in 
exchange for United States notes has 
been comparatively small, and the 
voluntary deposit of coiu and bullion 
in exchange for notes has been very 
large. The excess of the precious 
metals deposited or exchanged for 
United States notes over the amount 
of United States notes redeemed Is 
about $40,000,000, 


The resumption of specie payments 


. lias been followed by a very great re- 


vival of business. With, a ciuteliky 
equivalent in value to the ctoney of 
the commercial world> we are enabled 
to enter upon aa equal competition 
with_other nations in trade and pro- 
duction. The increasing foreign de- 
mand for our manufactures and agri- 
cultural products has caused a laree 
balance of trade in our favor, which 
has been paid ia gold, from the 1st of 
July last, fro'ISov, 15, to the amount 
of about $59,000,000, Since the re- 
sumption of specie payments there 
has also been a marked and gratifying 
improvement of the public credit. 
The bonds oE the government bearing 
only four percent interest have been 
sold at or above par, sufficient in 
amount to pay off alt or" the national 
tJebt which waa redeemable under 
present laws. The amount of interest

POLYGAMY. 


The continue-;! deliberate violation 


by a. lar^e iil'iinoec of the prominent 
and iyliuential citizens of the terri- 
tory of Utah of the laws of the United 
States for the prosecution and punish- 
ment of polygamy demands the atten- 
tion of every department of this gov- 
ernment. This territory has a pop- 
ulation sit&cieni to entitle it to ad- 
mission as a state, and the general m~- 
terests of the nation, as well irt the 
welfare pf the citizens e? tlie territory, 
require its advcurtS from the territo- 
rial form c£ government to the respon- 
sibilities and privileges of it state. 
This important change will not, how- 
ever, be approved by the country while 
the citizens of Utah in very consider- 
able number uphold a practice which 
is condemned as a trime by the laws 
of all efrtiteed communities through- 
out the world. 


The law for the suppression of this

The amount ol the national debt 
which matures within less than two 
years is $792,121,700, of which §500,- 
000,000 bears interest at the rate of 
live percent and the balance is in 
liOnds bearing six percent interest. 
It ia believed that this 'part o£ the 
public debt can be refunded by the 
issue of four percent bonds, and, by 
the reduction, of interest which will 
thus be effected, about §11,000,000 
can be annually saved to the treas- 
ury. 
To secure this important re- 


duction of interest to be paid by the 
United States, further legislation is 
required, which, it is hoped, will be 
.provided by congress during its pres- 
ent session. 


COIXAGE. 


The coinage of gold by the minis 


of the United States, during the last 
fiscal year was $40,986,912. The coin- 
age of silver dollars, since the passage 
of the act for that purpose, up to Nov. 
1, 1879, was $45,000,850, of which 
£12,700,344 have been issued from the 
treasury and are now in circulation, 
and $32,300,606 are still in possession 
of the government. 


The pendency of the proposition for 


unity of action between the United 
States and the principal commercial 
nations of Europe, to effect a perma- 
nent system for the equality of gold 
and silver in the recognized money of 
the world, leads me t6 recommend 
that congress refrain from new legisla- 
tion on the general subject. The great 
revival of trade, internal and foreign, 
will supply, during the coming year, 
its own instructions, which may well 
be awaited before attempting further 
experimental measures with the coin- 
age. I would, however, strongly urge 
upon congress the importance of au- 
thorizing the secretary of the treasury 
to suspend the coinage of silver dol- 
lars upon the present legal ratio. The 
market value of the silver dollar be- 
ing uniformly and largely less than 
the market value of the gold dollar, it 
is obviously impracticable toiniuntain 
them at par with each other if both 
are coined without limit. 
If the 


cheaper coin is forced into circulation 
it will, if coined without limit, soon 
become the sole standard of value, 
and thus defeat the desired object, 
which is a currency of both gold nml 
silver, which shall l>e of equivalent 
value, dollar for dollar, with the uni- 
versally recognized 
money of the 


world.

Upon such considerations, I deem 


it my duty to renew the recommenda- 
tion contained in my annual message 
of December, 1877, requesting con- 
gress to make the necessary appropri 
ation for the resumption of the wori 
of the civil service commission. Econ- 
omy will be promoted by authorizing 
a nioderate compensation to persons 
in the public service who may perform 
extra labor upon or under the com- 
mission, as the executive may direct. 


I am convinced that if a just and 


adequate test of merit is enforced for 
admission to the public service and iu 
making promotions, such abuses as 
removals without good cause and par- 
tisan and official interfereuce with the 
proper exercise of theappointing pow- 
;r, will in large measure disappear.

The most interesting events 
have occurred in our palrc a^'aiis since 
my last annual message to congress arc 
connected with ^ ^ 
financial 
opera- 
tion« of the government directly af- 
fecting the business interests of' < hxi 
country, 
I congratulate coR.grv!Sa on 
the euccesaful execution of the re- 
sumption act. 
At the lime fixed and 
in the manner contemplated by law, 
United States notes began to be re- 
deemed in coin. 
Since the first ef 
January last they have bSen preraptl}»^ 
redwmcd on presentation, and in ail 
business 
transactions, 
public 
and 
private, in all parts of the country, 
they are received and paid out as the 
equivalent of coin. 
The demand up- 
on the treasury for gold and silver in 
exchange for United States notes has 
iseen comparatively 
small, and the 
voluntary deposit of coin and bullion 
in exchange for notes has been very 
large. The excess of the precious 
metala deposited or exchanged for 
United States notes over the amount 
of United States notes redeemed Is 
about $40,000,000. 


The resumption of specie payments 
has been followed by a very great r^- 
•ival of business. 
With a cur?-e5icv 
equivalent in value to the rAonev oi 
the commercial world. \s-e are enabled 
to enter upon a» «qual competition 
with other nations in trade and pro- 
duction. 
The increasing foreign de- 
mand foe our manufactures and agri- 
cultural products has caused a large 
balance of trade in our favor, which 
has been paid in gold, from the 1st of 
July last, to Nov. 15, to the anwuiu 
of about $59,000,000. 
Si nee Ihe re- 
sumptioa of specie payments there 
has also been a marked and gratifying 
^provement of the public credit. 
The bonds of the government bearing 
onlv four percent interest have been 
sold at or above par. sufficient in 
amount to pay off'ali 0É the national 
debt which was redeemable under 
present laws. 
The amount of interest 
saved annually by the procem of 
refunding the debt, sinc^ March 1, 
1877, 
is $14,297,177. 
The 
bonds 
sold 
were 
lai^ly 
in 
small 
sums, and the number of our citi- 
zens now holding the public seiiuri- 
ties is much greater than ever before. 
The amount of the national debt 
which matures within loss than two 
years is $792,121,TOO, of which $500,- 
000.000 beait5 interest at the rate of 
Jive percent and the balance is in 
jOnds bearing six percent interest. 
I t is believed that this 'part of ihe 
public debt can be refunded by the 
issue of four jiercent bonds, and, l)y 
the reduction of interest which will 
thus be eiTected, about $11,000,000 
can be annually saved to the treas- 
ury. 
To secure this important re- 
duction of interest to be paitl by the 
United States, further legislation is 
required, which, it is hoped, will be 
provided by congress during its pres- 
ent session. 


COIiTAGE. 


The coinage of gold by the mints 
of the United States, during the last 
fiscal year was $40,986,912. 
The coin- 
age of silver dollars, since the passage 
of the act for that purpose, up to Nov. 
1, 1879, was $45,000,850, of which 
$12,700,344 have been issued from the 
treasury and are now in circulation, 
and $32,300,506 are still in possession 
of the government. 


The pendency of tlie proposition for 
unity of action between the United 
States and the principal commercial 
nations of Europe, to effect a perma- 
nent system for the equality of gold 
and silver in the recognized money of 
the world, leads me to recommend 
that congress refrain from new legisla- 
tion on the general subject. The great 
revival of trade, internal and foreign, 
will supply, during the coming year, 
its own inkructions, which may well 
be awaited before attempting further 
experimental measures with the coin- 
age. 
I would, however, strongly urge 
upon congress the importance of au- 
thorizing the secretary of the treasury 
to suspend the coinage of silver dol- 
lars upon the present legal ratio. Tlie 
market value of the silver dollar be- 
ing uniformly and largely less than 
the market value of the gold dollar, it 
is obviously impracticable to main tain 
them at par with each other if botii 
are coined without limit. 
If 
the 
cheaper coin is forced into circulation 
it will, if coined without limit, soon 
become the sole standard of value, 
and thus defeat the desired object, 
which is a currency of both gold and 
silver, which shall be of equivalent 
•alue, dollar for dollar, with the uni- 
veraally recognized 
money of the 
world. 


RETIREMENT OF LEGAL TENDERS. 
The retirement from circulation of 
United States notes, with the capacity 
of legal tender in private contract, is 
a step to be taken in our progress to- 
wards a safe and stable currency,

'é^kè policy of the United States, 
steadily adhered to from the adoption 
of the constitution, has been to avoid 
the creation of a national debt, and 
when, from necessity ia time of Wan 
debts have beesi creatcd^ they bs^A'^ 
been paid oif on the rettirn oï peace aa 
rapidly as possiiiie. 
With this view, 
and for this pùrpose, it is recom- 
mended that the existing laws for the 
accnmulation of a sinking fund suffi- 
cient to extinguish the public debt 
within a limited period be maintained. 
If any change of the objects or rates 
of 'taxation is deemed necessary by 
congress, it is suggested that expe.r4»^ 
en ce has shov»n that a d»tyrr.Vn be 
2>iaced on tea and ^cSxhî, which will 
not enhano«^ ''île price of those articles 
to the Cohsumer, and which v/ill add 
s>Dvcral millions of dollars annually to 
the treai?ury. 


rOLYGAJIY. 
The continue;} «Jel'befàte violation 
by a large til'.muer of the prominent 
and irjfiuential citizens of the terri- 
tory of Utah of the laws of the United 
States for the prosecution and punish- 
ment of polygamy demands the atten- 
tion of every department of tl'^o gov- 
ernment. 
Tiiis tiîrrUovy has a pop- 
uL'Ufoo. 5î.'il?cient to entiile it to ad- 
mission as a state, and the general in- 
terests of the nation, as well 
the 
welfare of the citizenf"^? Uie territory, 
require its ad^^^ntC- irom the territo- 
rial form 
government to the respon- 
sibilities and privileges of a state. 
This important change will not, how- 
ever, be approved by thecountry whiîo 
the citizens of Utah in very coDcidef- 
able number uphold a practice which

The law for the suppression of Ih»« 
oflence was enacted wit.k gleat una- 
nimity by congress Ui'ore than i^even- 
teen year« a^o, but has remained un- 
til recently a dead letter in the terri- 
tory of Utah, because of the peculiar 
difficulties attending il.- eiùorcement.

If 
not suiiicienLly stringent in its pro- 
visions it should be amended, and, in 
aid of the purpose in view, I recom- 
mend that inore compreheiisivc and 
luorc 6cai'ch'ng methods for prevent- 
ing as well as })unishing this crime be 
provided. 
If necessary to secure 
obcdiencc to the 1;!W, the enjoyment 
and exercise of the rights and privi- 
leges of citic.endiip in the territories 
of the United stales may be withheld 
or withdrawn from those who vioUite 
or oppose the ezdon cnieiit of Llip law 
on this siihjf-cl. 


ELEfrnONH AjN'D SIFKîîAtiE. 
The elections 
of tlic past year, 
though occupied only with state of- 
iices, have not failed to elicit fn the 
political discussions which attended 
them all over the country, new and 
decisive evidence of the deep interest 
whi'jh the great body of citizens take 
in the progress of the country towards 
a more general and complete estab- 
lishment, îît wliatever cost, of uni- 
versal security and freedom irj the ex- 
ercise 
of 
Jic 
elective 
franchise. 
While many topics of political con- 
cern demand great attention from our 
peo[)le, both in tiie s])here of national 
and state autliority, i lind no reason 
to qualify the 0()inion I exprcs'îed in 
my last annual message, that no tem- 
porary or administrative interests of 
government, 
however 
urgent 
or 
weighty, will ever displace the zeal of 
our people in <Iefen(-j <jf the primarv 
rights of citizon.ship, and that the 
power of j)ublic opinion will override 
all political prejudices, and all sec- 
tional and .state altacàjiients, in de- 
manding that all river our wide ter- 
ritory the name and character of citi- 
zen uf the United vStates .shall mean 
one and the same thing, und 
carry 
wiLii them uuc!ia«enged security and 
respect. 
I earnestly appeal to the in- 
telligence and patriotism of all good 
citizens of every part of the country, 
however much they may be divided 
in opinions on other political subjects, 
to unite in compelling obedience to 
the existing laws aimed at the pro- 
tection of the right of suffrage.

respectfully urge upon cong^-ess to

In a former message I invited the 
attention of congress to the subject of 
the reformation of the civil service of 
the government, and expressed 
the 
intention of trj nsmitting tvo congres'î 
as early as practicable a report upon 
this subject by the chairin(iin of the 
civil service comrai^ion. 


i n view of the facts that, during . a 
considerable 
period, the gôyerament 
of Great Britain has been dealing wi^h 
adlninistrativè problems and 
¡aouseëî 
i n various particular^ ahalôgôus 
to 
those presented in tiiis country, 
and 
that 
in 
recent 
year^ tue measures 
adopted wé^^ tinâstâtooà to have been 
tnreetifê and in every 
respect 
Mghly 
satisfactory, I thought it desirable to 
have fuller information upon the sub- 
ject, and accordingly 
requested 
the 
chairman of the,cÂvi^£^rv>e 
e e m ^ i s - 
BiàD in t^a^e à thorou^n investigation 
vçi tliiâ 
purpose. 
The 
result 
has 
been an elaborate and 
comprehensive 
report. 


THE BRITISH SYSTEM. 


The report sets forth the history of 
the partisan-spoils system itt Wreat 
Britain, ahd of the rise atad fftll ttf the 
pariiftittçtîiai-y pâlfôiiage, and of offic- 
ial interference with the freedom of 
elections. It shows that after long 
trials of various kinds of «j^amiflit- 
tions, those whieh ait eO&l^tlUVë dhU 
opcu on. tqual terms to all^ ahd t^hitih 
fife Carried oh uhdei- llié suiietihtefa- 
dehce 0Î a éiiiglé cbmmiBsîdni .have: 
with ^rèat î»;dV»H tôSe", ¥ëeîà eblttblîshe'd 
An Bondît toîis oï admission to almost 
every official place in the subordinate 
administration of that country, and of 
British India. 
The completion of the 
report, owing to the extent of the la 
bor involved in its preparation, and 
the omission of congress to make any 
provision either for the compensation 
or the expenses of the.çonjmissioîj; ba^ 
been postponed »»iitiUhe present time, 
j.t Î5 herewith transmitted to congress. 


^Vhile the reform measures of an- 
other government are of no authority 
for us, they are entitled to influence, 
to the extent to which their intrinsic 
wisdom and their adaptation to our 
institutions and pocial life may eom* 
W's'rid thehl to our consideration. 


The views I have heretofore ex- 
pressed concerning the defects and 
abuses in our civil administration re- 
main unchanged, except in so far as 
an enlarged experience hiis deepened 
my sense of the dtxty both of officers 
^.utî of Ihe people tbehiSelVOT to co- 
operate for their reinoVah 
Tl^e gi-aVe 
evils and perils c^f a partisan spoilssys- 
tem of appointment to office and of 
oiiice tenure, are now generally recog- 
nized. 
In the resolutions of the great 
parties, in the reports of departments, 
in the debates and proceedings of con- 
gress, in the messages of executives, 
the gravity of these evils has been 
pointed out and tîie need of their re- 
form ha3 been admitted. 


To command the necessary support, 
every measure of reform must be bas- 
ed on common right and justice, and 
must be compatible with the healthy 
existerire of great parties, which are 
inevitable and 


K S S E N T I A L . I N A F R E E 
S T A T E . 


When the people have approved a 
policy at a national election, con- 
lidence on the part of the offiers they 
have selected, and of the advisers who, 
in accordance with our political in- 
stitutions, should be consulted, in 
the policy wiiich it is their duty to 
carry into ef.'ect, is indispensable. 
It 
b. eminently proper that they should 
explain it before the people, as well 
as 'illustrate its spirit in the perfor- 
niance of their official duties. 


Very different considerations ap- 
ply to the greater number of those 
who fill the subordinate places in the 
civil service. 
Their responsibility is 
to their superiors in official position. 
It is their duty to obey the legal in- 
structions of those upon wl>om that 
authority is devolved, and their best 
public service consists in the discharge 
of their functions irrespective of par- 
tisan politics. 
Their duties are the 
same, v/hatever party is in power and 
whatever |>olicy prevails. 
As a con- 
séquence, it follows that their tenure 
of office should not depend on the 
prevalence of any 
policy or the 
supremacy of any jjarty, but should 
be determined by their capacity to 
.^erve the people 'most usefully, quite 
irrespective of partisan interests. The 
same considerations that should gov- 
ern the tenure, should also prevail in 
the nppointment, discipline and re- 
moval of these subordinates. The au- 
tliority of appointment and removal 
is not a perquisite, which miy be us- 
ed to aid a friend or reward a partisan, 
but is a trust to be exercised in the 
public interest, under all the sanctions 
which attend the obligation to apply 
the public funds 


ONLY FOR PUBLIC Pl'RPOBES. 
Every citizen has an equal right to 
the honor and profit of entering the 
public service of his country. 
The 
only just ground of discrimination is 
the measure of character and capacity 
he has to make that service most use- 
ful to the peo{)le. 
Except in cases 
where, upon just and recognized prin- 
ciples, as upon the theory of pensions, 
offices and promotions are bestowed 
as rewards for past services, their be- 
stowal upon any theory which disre- 
irards personal merit, is an act of in- 
juiitice to the citizen, as well as a 
breach of that trust subject to which 
the appointing power is held. 


In the light of these principles, it 
becomes oï great importance to pro- 
vide 
just 
and 
adequate 
means, 
especially for every department, and 
large administrative office, where per- 
sonal discrimination on the part of its 
head is not practicable, for ascertain- 
ing those qualifications to which ap- 
pointments and removals should have 
reference. 
To fail to provide such 
means is not only to deny the oppor- 
tunity of ascertaining the facts upon 
which the most righteous claim to 
office depends, but, of necessity, to dis- 
courage all 
worthy 
aspirants, by 
handing over appointments and re- 
movals, to mere" influence and fa- 
voritism. 
If it is the right of the 
worthiest claimant to gain the ap- 
pointment, and the interest of 
the 
people to bestow it upon him, it would 
seem that a wise and just method of 
ascertaining personal fitness for office 
must be an important and permanent 
function of every just and wise gov- 
ernment. 
It has long since become 
impossible, in the great offices, for 
those having the duty of nomination 
and appointment, to personally exam- 
ine into the individual qualifications 
of more than a small proportion of 
those seeking office ; and with the en- 
largement of the civil service, that 
3|rdi)ortion must continue to become 


I n the curlier years of the govera- 


ment,, the subordinate offices were so 
few 
.that it was quite easy 


isa^ing appointments and 
3Wfii(3tioli8 tb iteisdiiaflV fiseeitain the 
merits of candidates. :^arty managefs 
and methods had not then become 
powerful agents of coercion, h6gliie TO 
the free and just exercise of the ap- 
pointing power. 


A large and responsible part of the 
duty of restoring the civil service to 
the deerred 


rests upon the president, and it is toy 
purno^e t9 d9 wha^ ifj ^jthin my pow- 
er to advance such pruJent and grad- 
ual measures of reform as will most 
surely and rapidly bring about that 
radical change of system essential to 
ptake olif fldmiftistrative methods sat- 
istactoiy to a free and intelligent peo- 
ple. 
By a proper exercise of author- 
ity it is in the power of the eXectttite 
ip do.ftltiSh to pidmOte atitih. a t^iatai. 
BUt it iiabijot be im clfeai-ly tinder- 
^tobd that hoihlrig ac{ef]tiatfc c'ah bfe 
¿ccdmplished without co-operation on 
the part of Congress and considerate 
hsiH ¡JhtfelMfefsn^. s{ip'j?o,rt arhon? the 
people. 
Keforms which Cniilieiige ihe 
generally accepted theories of parties, 
and demand changes in the methods 
of departments, are not the work of a 
day. Their permanent foundations 
must be laid in sound principles, .and 
in an experience ^ j g h derhonstraies 
their wisdom and exposes the errors 
of.^ their adversaries, 
Every worthy 
biiicer desires Lo make Ir's 
fl'5- 


tion a gain and an honor to his coun- 
try, 'but^the people themselves, far 
more than their otiicers in public sta- 
tions, are interested in a pure, econom- 
ical and vigorous administration. 


By laws enacted in 1853 and 1855, 
and now in substance incorporated in 
tho tev.'sed »tatute?,. the practice of 
arbitrary appomtmeiiis id the rayeral 
stibordinate grades in the great de- 
partments was condejnned, and exam- 
inations as to capacity, to be conduct- 
ed by departmental boards of exam- 
iners, were provided for and made 
conditions of.admission to the public 
r^erribs; 
Tljefe si;atute« are a decision 
by congress thai; examihatiohs of some 
sort, 
as 
to 
attainments 
and 
ca- 
pacity, 
are 
essential 
to the wcll- 
being of the public service. 
The im- 
portant questions since the enactment 
of these laws have been^ as to the 
character of these examinations, and 
whether official favor and partisan 
influence, or comm m right and merit 
were to control the access to the ex- 
aminations. 
In practice, these ex- 
aminations 
have not always been 
open to worthy 
persons generally, 
who might wish to be examined. 


OFFICIAL FAVORITIS3I 
and partisan inlluence, as a rule; ap- 
pear to have designated 
those who 
alone 


were permitted to go before the 
esamining-boards, 
subjecting 
even 
the examiners to a pressure from the 
friends of the candidates very diffi- 
cult to resist. 
As a cfai-sequence, the 
Standard of admis^sion fell below that 
whicii the public interest demanded. 
It was also almoi^t inevitable that a 
system which provided for various 
separate boards of examiners, with no 
common 
supervision 
of 
uniform 
method of prodcdurc, should resuit 
in con'usion, inconsistency, and in- 
adequate 
tests of capacity highiy 
detrimental to the public interests. 
A further and more radical chaJige 
was obviously required. 


In the annual message of December, 


1870, my predecessor declared that 
"there is'uo duty which so much em- 
barrasses the executive and heads of 
departments as that of appointments; 
nor is there any such arduous and 
thankless labor imposed on senators 
and representatives as that of find- 
ing places 
for constituents. 
The 
present system does not securc th(> 
best men, and often not even fit men 
for the public ¡»laces. The elevation 
and purification of the civil service 
of the government will be hailed with 
approval by tlie whole people of the 
United States." 
Congress ac-cording- 
ly passed the act approved March o, 
1871, "to regulate tlie civil servicc of 
the United States and promote 
the 
efficiency thereof," giving the neces- 
sary authority to the executive 
to 
inaugurate aBcivil service reform. 


Acting under this statute, which 
was interpreted as intended to secure 
a system of just and efl-jctual examin- 
ations un<ler uniform supervision, a 
number of eminently competent per- 
sons were selected for the purpose, 
who entered with zeal upon the dis- 
clmrge of tl^eir duties, prepared, with 
an intelligent appreciation of 
the 
re(iuircments of the service, the regu- 
lations contemplated, and took charge 
of the examinations, and who, in 
their capacity as a board, have been 
known as the 


" c i v i l service commission." 
Congress for two years aprropriated 
the money needed for the compensa- 
tion and for the expense of carrying 
on the work of t'le commission. 


It appeai-s from the report of the 
commission, submitted to the presi- 
dent in April, 1874, that examina- 
tions had been held in various sections 
of the country, and that an appropria- 
tion of about $25,000 would be re- 
quired to meet the annual expenses, 
including 
salaries, 
involved 
in 
discharging the duties of the commis- 
sion. 
The report was transmitted to 
congress by special message of April 
18, 1874, with the following favorable 
comment upon the labors of the com- 
mission : 


If sustained by congress, 1 have no 
doubt|the rales can, ktier the e-"iperieB*e 
gained, be so improved aud enforced as to 
still more materially benefit the public 
service and relievo the executive, mem- 
bers of congres, and tlie heads of depart- 
ments, from influences prejudleiul to good 
aUministvation. The rules, as they nave 
liltherto been onforoed, have resnlled ben- 
ellcjaliy, 


as is siiown by the opinlous ot 
tne members of the cabinet and their sub- 
ordinates in the departments, and in that 
opinion I concur. 


And in the annual message of De- 
cember of the same year similar views 
are expressed, and an appropriati(m 
for continuing the work of the com- 
mission was again advised. 


The appropriation was not made, 
and, as a consequence, the active work 
of the commission was suspended, 
leaving the commission itself still in 
existence. Without the means, there- 
fore, of causing qualification to be 
tested in any systematic manner, or of 
securing for the public service the ad- 
Yi^ntagcs of competition upon any ex- 


tensive plan.; I recommended in my 
annual meaaa^ . of .pe^is^r, 1877, 
the making of an appropnation for 
the resumption of the work of the 
tioraliiiéi?6t».

in the executive dep.irtmentsin Wash* 
ington, and in a number of the cus- 
tom houses and post offices of the 
pçinciùal cities of the country, with ft 
view jO fifrther 
their effects, and, 
in every instance,' ^ è f 
Ha-jw l^efi 
found to be as salutary as tney' ¿(e^ 
stated to have been under the admin- 
istration of my predecessor. I think the 
economy, purity, and efficiency of the 
public service would be greatly pro- 
moted by their systematic introduc- 
tion, wherever practicable, throughout 
the entire civil service of the govern- 
ment, together with ample provision 
for their general supervision, in order 
fo sicure^ consistency and 
uniform 
justitie». 


Reports from the secretary of the 
interior, from the pastmaeter-general, 
fiom |he postmaster in the city of 
"yorJr, where sirch e^iramrnafioiïs 
have been sorrieiimé <>n tfial, and also- 
from the collector of îhû port, the 
naval officer, and the surveyor in that 
city, and from the postmasters and 
collectors in several of 
the other 
large cities, show that the competitive 
system, where applied, has, in various 
^ays, contributed to improve the pub- 
He fieî'.^îce.' 


The i'cpôiHi sbTW that the results 
have been salutary 
» marked de- 
gree, and that the general a^pliciition 
of similar riilcs cannot fall to he of 
decided benefit to the service. 


The reports of the government offi- 
cers, in the 


CÏTiT Of NEW YORK 
especially, bear decided testimony to 
the utility of open ciytnpetitiye exami- 
nations in their respective o^ceS;sbow 
ing that ''these examinations, and thé 
excellent qualifications of those ad- 
mitted to the service through them, 
have had a marked incidental effect 
upon the persons previously in the 
service, and particularly upon those 
aspiring to promotion. There has been, 
on the part of these latter, an increas- 
ed interest in the work, and a desire 
to extend acquaintance with it beyond 
the particular desk occupied, and thus 
the morale of the entire force has been 
raised. 
" * 
The examinations 
have been attended by many citizens 
who have had an opportunity to thor- 
olighly investigate the scope and char- 
ncier of the tests and the method of 
determining the results,and those visit- 
ors have, without exception, approved 
the methods employed, and several of 
them have publicly attested their fa- 
vorable opinion." 


Upon such consIderationK, I deem 
it niy duty to renew the recommenda- 
tion contained in my annual message 
of Decejuber, 1877, requesting con- 
gress to make the necessary appropri- 
ation for the resumption of the work 
of the civil service commission. Econ- 
omy wiil be promoted by authorizing 
a moderate compensation to persons 
in the public service who may perform 
extra labor upon or under the com- 
mission, as the executive mny direct. 


I ani convinced that if a just and 
adequate test of merit is enforced for 
admission to the public service and in 
making promotions, such abuses as 
removals without good cause and par- 
tisan aud official interference with the 
pro])er exercise of theappointing pow- 
er, will in large measure disappear. 


There are other 


A D MIXISTR A'J' 1V E A BUSES 
I to which the attention of congress 
should be askud in tins connection. 
Mere pariisuri appointments, and the 
constant peril of 
removal 
without 
cause, very luituraliy lead to an ab- 
sorbing and niischicvous political ac- 
tivity, on the p?rt of those thus ap- 
})ointed, which not only interferes 
witii the due disciiargeof official duty, 
but is incompatible with the freedom 
of elections. 
Not without warrant, 
in the views of several of my prede- 
cessors in the presidential oftice, and 
directly within the law of 1871, already 
cited, I endeavored, by 
regulation, 
made on the 22nd day of June, 1877, 
to put some reasonable limits to such 
abuses. 
It may not be easy, and it 
may never perhaps be necessary, to 
define 
with 
precision 
the proper 
limit of political action on the part 
of federal officers. 
But while their 
right to hold 
and 
freely 
express 
their opinions cannot bo questioned, 
it is very plain that they should nei- 
ther be allowed TO devote to other 
subjects 
the 
time 
needed 
for 
the proper discharge of thei® official 
duties, nor to use the authority of 
their office to cnforce their own opin- 
ions, or to coerce the political action 
of tliose who hold ditîereiit opinions. 


Reasons of justice and public poli- 
cy, quite analogous to those which 
forbid the use of official power for 
the oppression of the private citizen, 
impose upon the goverutcent the duty 
of protectintr its officei^ and agents 
from arbitrary exactic-ns. 
In what- 
ever aspect considered, the practice of 
making levies, for party purposes, up- 
on the salaries of officers is highly de- 
moralizing to the public service and 
discreditable to the country. 
Though 
an officer should be as free as any 
other citizen to give his own money 
in aid of his opinions or his party, hè 
should also be as free as any other cit- 
izen to refuse to nuike such gifts. 
If 
salaries arc but a fair compen-ation 
for the time and labor of the officer, it 
is gross injustice to levy a tax upon 
them. 
If they are made excessive in 
order that they may l)ear the tax, the 
excess is aji indirect robbery of the 
public funds. 


I recommend, therefore, such a re- 
vision and extension of present stat- 
utes as shall secure to 1 hose in every 
grade of oflicial life or public employ- 
ment the î.roteclion with which a 
great arid eVilightened nation should 
guard those who are faithful in its ser- 
vice.

In accordance with the joint réso- 
lu tioa of t!ie hiat session of con- 
gress, Commi^ionera were appointed 
to represeiït the United States at the 
TWO JiNTERNATiONAL EXHIBITIONS 
in Australia, one of which is now in 
progress at Sydney,and the other to be 
held next year at Melbourne.

sire has been expressed by our mer-

The assent of the go\t:.rnment has 
hee*i given to the landing, on tbe coast 
of ]i;fa2Wadi«5!ettsF, of a new and .inde- 
pendent tiai^iiantic cable betwee^:) 
France, by way o? the French island 
of St. Pierre, and thSKCtyiintry. subject 
to any future legislation oi çongresa 
on the subject. The 
condition? im- 
posed, before allowing this connectioû 
•witli our shores to be established, are 
such as to secure its competition with 
anv existing or future lines of marine 
cable, and" perclucïe 
axnalgamation 
therewith, to 
provide 
for 
entire 
equality of rights to our government 
and people with tho.se of France in 
the use of the cable, and prevent any 
exclusive possession of the privilege 
as accorded by France to the disad- 
vantage of any future cable commu- 
nication between France 
and 
the 
United States which may be proiected 
and accomplished by our citizens. An 
important reduction of the present 
rates of cable communication with 
Kuroi>e, felt to be too burdensome to 
the interests of our conunerce, must 
necessarily flow from the establish- 
ment of this competing line. 


The attention of 
congress 
was 
drawn to the propriety of some gen- 
eral regulation by congress of tbe 
whole subject of transmarine 
cables 
bv m.y predecessor in his message of 
Dec. 7, 1875, and I respectfully sub- 
mit to your consideration the impor- 
tance of congressional action in this 
matter. 


The questions of grave importance 
with Spain, growing out of the inci- 
dents of the

have been, for the most part, happily 
and honorably settled. 
It may rea- 
sonably be anticipated that the com- 
mission now sitting in 
Washington, 
for the decision of private cases in 
this connection, will soon be able to 
bring its labors to a conclusion. 


The long standing «question of Fast 
Florida claims has lately been renewed 
as a subject of correspondence, and 
may possibly require 
congressional 
action for its final disposition. 


A treaty with the iSetherlands, with 
respect to consular rigbl^s and privi- 
leges, similar to those with other pow- 
ers, has been signed and ratified, and 
the ratifications were exchanged on 
the 31st of July last. 
Negotiations 
for 
extradition treaties with 
the 
Netherlands and with Denmark are 
now in progress. 


Some questions v/ith Switzerland, 
in regard to paui>er and convict emi- 
grants, have arisen, but it is not 
doubted that they will be arranged 
upon a just and satisfactory basis. 
A 
question has also occurred with re- 
spect to an asserted claim by Swiss 
municipal 
authorities 
to exercise 
tutelage over persons and proj^rty of 
Swiss citizens 
naturalised 
in this 
country'. 
It is possible this may re- 
quire a'djustmeut by treaty. 


With the 


CiERAfAN EMPIRJ: 
frequent questions arise in connec- 
tion with the subjects of 
naturaliza- 
tion and expatriation; but the im- 
perial government 
has 
constantly 
manifested a desire to strictly main- 
tain and comply with all treaty stipu- 
lations in regard to them. 


In consequence of the omission of 
congress to provide for a diplomatic 
representative at Athens, the legation 
to Greece has been withdrawn. There 
is now no channel of diplomatic com- 
mt^nication between the two coun- 
tries, and the expediency of providing 
for one, in some form, is submitted to 
congress. 


Illations with Austria, 
Hu?sia, 
Italy, Portugal, Turkey and Belgium 
continue amicable, and marked by no 
incident of especial importance. 


A change of the personal head of 
the government of Egypt has taken 
place. 
No change, however, has oc- 
curred in the relations between Egypt 
and the United States. 
The action 
of the Egyptian government in pre- 
senting to the city of New York one 
of the ancient obelisks, which possess 
such historic interest, is highly jipprc- 
ciated as a geuerous mark of inleriia- 
tional regard. 
If prosperity should 
attend the enterprise of its transporta- 
tion across the Atlantic, its erection 
in a conspicuous position in the chief 
commercial city of the nation Avill 
soon bo accomplished. 


The treaty recently made between 
Japan and the United States in re 
gard to the revision of former com- 
mercial treaties it is now Ijelieved 


.will be followed by similar action on- 
Hie part of other treaty powers. 
The 
Attention of congress is again invited 
to the subject of the indemnity fund» 
f ^ ^ i v e d some years since from Japan 
jfed vhina, which, with their accumu- 
lated in!.''erest, now amount to con- 
siderab*? sums. 
If any part of these 
funcis is 
t® American citi- 


zens they sho'i'iid revive it promptly ; 
and whatever m.^'V have been received 
by this

The goverrftaent of 


has signified its willii^aess to con- 
sider the question of the smigrationi

tend to prevent injurious consequi«^- 
ce3 to the United States. 
The nego- 
tiation« are still proceeding and will 
be pressed with diligence. 


A question having arisen between 
China and Jap»n about the Lew Chew 
Islands, the United States Govern- 
ment has taken me?asures to inform 
those powers of its readiness to ex- 
tend its good offices for the mainten- 
ance of peace, if they ¡shall xautuallw 
deem it desirable, and find it piacti— 
cable to avail themselves of the proffer.- 
It is i\ gratification to be able iic- 
announce that, through the judiciote; 
and energetic action of the military 
commanders of the two nations oa 
each side of ihe Rio Grande, under 
the instructions of their respective 
governments, raids and depredations 
have greatly decreased, and, in the 
locaiii>es where formerly most de- 
structive, have now almost wholly 
ceased. In view of this result, I enter- 
tain a confident expectation that the 
prevalence of quiet on the border w^ill 
soon become so assured as to justify a 
modification of tbe present orders to 
our .military commanders as to cross- 
ing th.? border, without encouraging 
such dih.turbances as would endanger 
the peace of the two countries.

to pass. It is trusted that enlightened 
statesmanship on their part will see 
that the early i)rosecution of such a 
work will largely enure to the benefit, 
not only of^their own citiz'^us and 
those of the United States, but of the 
commerce of the civilized world. 
Ft 
is not doubted that should tbe work: 
be undertaken under the protectn-? 
auspices of the United States, and 
upon satisfactory concessions for the^ 
riiiht of way, and its security, by the 
Central American governments, the 
capital for its completion would be 
readily furnished from this country 
and Europe, which might, failing such 
guarantees, prove inaccessible. 


Diplomatic 
relations 
with 
Chili 
have' also been strengthened hy the 
reception of a minister from that cx)uu- 
try. 


The war between Peru, Bolivia ancf 
Chili still 
continues. 
The 
Fnited 
States have not deemed it proper ti> 
interpose in the matter, further tbaih 
to convey to all the govemmenlM con- 
cerned, the assurance that the f riend- 
ly offices of the government of the- 
United States for the restoration iA 
peace upon an honorable basis will 
extended, in case 
the belligerents 
shall exhibit a leadiness to accept 
them. 


Cordial relations continue with Bra- 
zil aud the Argentine Republic, aud 
trade with those countries is improv- 
ing. 
A provision for regular and 
more frequent mail communication, 
in our own ships, between the poits ot 
this country and the nations of South 
America seems to me to deserve the 
attention of congress, as an e.istmtial 
precursor of an enlargement of our 
commerce with them, and an exten- 
sion of our carrying trade. 


A recent revolution in Venezuela 
has been followed by the establish- 
ment of a provisional government. 
This government has not yet bceu 
formally recognized, and it is de<i!ae<i 
desirable to await the proposed action 
of the people, which is exy^ected to- 
five it the sanction of constitutional 
orms. 


A naval vessel has been sent to the 
Samoan Islands, to make surveys and 
take possession of the privileges ceded 
to the Uniteil States by Samoa, in the 
harbor of 
Pago Pago. 
A coaling 
station is to be established there, 
which will be convenient and useful 
to the United States vessels. 


The subject of opening diplomatic 
relations with 


ROUMANIA AND SERVIA, 
now become independent sovereignties, 
is at present under consideration, and 
is the subject of diplomatic corres- 
pondence. 


There is a gratifying increase of 
trade with nearly all European and 
American countries, and it is believed 
that with judicious action in regard 
to its development it can and will be 
still more enhanced, and that Ameri- 
can products and manufacturos will 
find new and expanding markets, ['he 
reports of diplomatic and consul.tr 
officers upon this subject, under the 
system now adopted, have resulted in 
obtaining much valuable information, 
which has been and will continue to 
be laid before congress and the public 
from time to time. 


The third article of the treaty with 
Russia, of March 30, 1867, by which

dollar? I unite with him in recom- 
mending the removal of the observa- 
tory to a more healthful location.

outlays, as well as rendering their 


avoidable instances, has the proper 
execution of the process of the United 
States failed by reason of the absence 
of the requisite appropriation.

of biia'.seSs throughout the country. 
The receipts of the postotfice depart- 
ment for the fiscal year ended Juue 30, 
1879, were $80,041, 9S2.8G, being S7G4,- 
465.01 more than the revenues of the 
preceding year. The amount realized 
from the side of postage stamps, 
stamped envelopes and postal cards, 
was $7G4,4Go.*Jl more than in the pre- 
ceding year, aud $2,387,059.23 more 
than in 1877. 
The expenditures of 


the department were §33/149,809.45, 
of which the sum of $37t)i4GliU8 Was 
paid on liabilities mc'urrcd iu preced- 


Tne expenditures during the year 


were $801,209.77 less than in the pre- 
ceding year. This reduction is to be 
attributed mainly to the operation of 
the law passed Juno 17, 1878, chang- 
ing the compensation of postmnsters 
from a commission on the value of 
stamps sold, to a commission 011 
stamps cancelled. 


The amount draffn Irbui the treas- 


ury bh appropriations in addition to 
the revenues of tlie department was

The expenditures for tlie fiscal year 


ending June 30,1881, tire estimate'd at 
$39,920,900, and the receipts from all 
sources at $32,210,000* leaving a de- 
ficiency to be appropriated for, out of 
the treasury, of §7,710,900. 


The relations of the department 


with railroad companies have been 
harmonized, notwithstanding the gen- 
eral reduction by congress of their 
compensation, by the appropriation 
for special facilities, and the railway 
postoffice lines have been greatly ex- 
tended, "especially in the -southern 
states. The interests of the railway 
mail service and of the public would 
be greatly promoted, aud the expendr

contact between the Indians and the 
border settlements in western Col- 
orado. 


The other disturbance occurred at 


the Mescalero agency, in New Mexico, 
where Victorfe, the head of a small 
band of marauders, after committing 
many atrocities, being

chased by a military force, made his 
way across the Mexican border and is 
now on foreign soil. 


While these occurrences, in which 


a comparatively small number of In- 
dians were encaged, arc most deplor-

He concurs with the general of the 
urmy in recommending such legisla- 
tion as will authorize the enlistment 
of the full number of twenty-five 
thousand men for the line of the 
army, exclusive of the three thousand 
four hundred and sixty-three men re- 
«juired for detached duty, and there- 
fore not available for service in the 
field. 


He also recommends that congress 
be asked to provide by law for the 
disposition of a large number of aban 
«doned military posts and reservations, 
•which, though very valuable in them 
selves, have been rendered useless for 
military purposes by the advance of 
civilization and settlement. 


He unites with the quartermaster- 
general in recommending that an ap- 
propriation be made for the construc- 
tion of a cheap and perfectly fire-proof 
"building for the safe storage of a vast 
iunount of money accounts, vouchers, 
claims, and other valuable

now in the quartermaster-general's 
office, and exposed to great risk of to- 
tal destruction by fire. 


He also reconimends, in conformity 
with the views of the judge-advocate- 
general, some declaratory legislation in 
reference to the military statute of 
limitations as applied to the crime of 
desertion. 


In these several recommendations I 
concur. 


The secretary of war further re- 
ports, that the work for the improve- 
ment of the south pass of the 


MISSISSIPPI RIVER, 
under contract with Mr. James 13. 
P3ads, made in pursuance of an act of 
congress, has betm prosecuted during 
the past year with a greater measure 
of success in the attainment of results 
than during any previous year. The 
channel through the south pass, which, 
at the beginning of operations in June, 
1875, had a depth of onlv seven and 
one-half feet of water, hacf, on the 8th 
of July, 1879, a minimum depth of 
twenty-six feet, having a width of 
not less than two hundred feet and a 
central depth of thirty feet.

I unite with him in recom- 
mending the removal of the observa- 
tory to a more healthful location. 
That institution reflects credit upon 
the nation, and has obtained the 
approbation of scientific men in all 
parts of the world. 
Its removal from 
its present location would not only 
be conducive to the health of its 
officers and professors, but would 
greatly increase its usefulness. 


The appropriation for judicial ox- 
pen ses, which has heretofore 
been 
made for the 


DEPARTMENT OE JUSTJfE 


in gross, was subdivided at the last 
session of congress, and no appropria- 
tions whatever \vas made for the pay- 
ment of the fees of marshals and 
their deputies^ either in the sarvice 
of process or for the discharge of 
other duties, without compensation 
from the government, taking upon 
themselves the necessary incidental 
outlays, as well as rendering 
their 
own services. 
In only a few un- 
avoidable instances, has the proper 
execution of the process of the United 
States failed by reason of the absence 
of the requisite appropriation. 
This 
course of official conduct on the part 
of these officers, highly creditable to 
their fidelity, was advised by the 
attorney-g«!neral, who informed them, 
however, that they would necessarily 
have to rely for their 
compensa- 
tion upon the prospect of future 
legislation by congress. 
I therefore 
especially 
recommend 
that 
im- 
mediate appropriation be made by 
congress for this purpose. 


The act making the prinq^pal appro- 
priation for the deparment of justice 
at previous 'sessions has uniformly 
contained the following clause: 


And for defrayinK the expenses which 
may be incurred in the enforcement of the 
act approved Feb. 2S, 1870, entitled "An 
act toiimend an act approved May ¿ 0, 1870, 
entitled 'An act to enforce the right of cit- 
izens of the United States to vote in the 
several suites of tlie United States, and for 
other purposes,' or any acts amendatory 
tliei^o/ or supplementary thereto." 


No aijpropriation was made for this 
purpose for the current year.

Such election will, however, take place 
during the ensuing year, and the ap- 
propriation made for the pay of mar- 
shals and deputies should be sufficient 
to embrace compensation for the ser- 
vices they maybe required to perform 
at such elections.

lie receipts of the postoffice depart- 
ment for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1879, were $80,041,982.86, being $764,- 
465.91 more than the revenues of the 
preceding year. 
The amount realized 
from the sale of postage 
stamps, 
stamped envelopes and postal cards, 
was $764,465.91 more than in the pre- 
ceding year, and $2,387,559.23 more 
than in 1877. 
The expenditures of 
the department were 
$33,449,899.45, 
of which the sum of .$376>461i<33 Was 
paid on liabilities inCùrted in preced- 
iuffyeajts-. 


The expenditures during the year 
were $801,209.77 less than in the pre- 
ceding year. 
This reduction is to be 
attributed mainly to the operation of

with railroad companies have been 
harmonized, notwithstanding the gen- 
eral reduction by congress of their 
compensation, by the appropriation 
for special facilities, and the railway 
postoffice lines have been greatly ex- 
tended, especially in the southern 
states. 
The interests of the railway 
mail service and of the public would 
be greatly promoted, and the expendi 
tures could be more readily controlled

The arrangement made by the post- 
master-general and the secretary of 
the treasury for the collection of duty 
upon books received in the mail from 
foreign countries, has proved so satis- 
factory in its practical operation that 
the recommendation is now made, 
that congress shall extend the provis- 
ions of the act of March 3, 1879, un- 
der which this arrangement was made, 
so as to apply to all other dutiable ar- 
ticles received in the mails from for- 
eign countries. 


The reports of the secretary of 


THE INTERIOR, 
and of the commissioner of Indian af- 
fairs, getting forth tlie present state of 
our relations with the Indian tribes on 
our territory, the measures taken to 
advance their civilization and pros- 
perity, and the progress 
already 
achieved by them, will be found of 
more than ordinary interest. The 
general conduct of our Indian popula- 
tion has been so satisfactory that the 
occurrence of two disturbances, which 
resulted in bloodshed and destruction 
of 
property, is all the more to be 
lamented. 


The history of the outbreak on the 
White River Ute reservation in west- 
ern Colorado has become so familiar 
by elaborate reports in the public 
press, that its remarkable 
incidents 
need not be stated here in detail. 
It 
is expected that the settlement of this 
difficulty will lead to such arrange- 
ments as will prevent further hostile 
contact between tlie Indians and the 
border settlements in western Col- 
orado. 


The other disturbance occurred at 
the Mescalero agency, in New Mexico, 
where Victorfc, the head of a small 
band of marauders, after committing 
many atrocities, 
being 
vigorously 
chased by a military force, made his 
way across the Mexican border and is 
now on foreign soil. 


While these occurrences, in which 
a comparatively small number of In- 
dians were engaged, are most deplor- 
able, a vast majority of our

have fully justified the expectations 
of those who believe that by humane 
and peaceful influences the Indian 
can be led to- abandon the habits of 
savage life and to develop a capacity 
for useful and civilized occupations. 
What they have already accomplish- 
ed in the pursuit of agricultural and 
mechanical 
work, 
the remarkable 
success which has attended the ex- 
periment of employing as freighters a 
class of Indiana 
hitherto 
counted 
among the wildest and most intracta- 
ble, and the general and urgent de- 
sire 
expressed by them for the 
education of their children may be ta- 
ken as sufficient proof that they willbe 
i ound capable of accomplishing much 
more if they continue to be wisely 
fairly guided.

fund to be formed out of the proceeds 
for the benefit .of tjie Indians, which 
will gradually relieve the government 
of the, expenses, now provided for by 
arihiiai aj?t?roJ)riation3; miistcommepd 
itself as just ana beneficial to the li?» 
dians, and as also calculated to re- 
move those obstructions which the 
existence of large reservations pre- 
sents to the settlement and develop- 
ment of the country. I therefore 
earnestly recommend the enactment 
of a law enabling the government to 
give Indians a title in fee, inalienable 
for twenty-five years, to the farm 
lands assigned to them by allotment. I 
also repeat the recommendation made 
in my first annual measagei that a laW 
be passed admitting Indians who can 
give satisfactory proof of having, by 
their own labor, supported their fam- 
ilies for a number of years, and Avho 
are willing to detach themselves from 
their tribal relation-, to the benefit of 
the homestead act, and to grant them 
patents containing the same provision 
of inalienability for a certain period. 


The experiment of sending a num- 
bsr of 


ÎNDIAK CHILîmEîT, 
6f both Sexes, to the Hampton Nor- 
mal and Agricultural Institute, in Vir- 
ginia, to receive an elementary Eng- 
lish education and practical instruc- 
tion in farming and other useful in- 
dustries, has led to reeults so promis- 
ing that it was thought expedient to 
turn over the cavalry barracks at 
(Jdrliâlej in Pennsylvania, to the in- 
terior department i'or the esiabliahment 
of an Indian school on a Isrijrer scale. 
This school has now one hundred and 
fifty-eight pupils, .«elected from various 
tribes, îtnd is in full oporatioQ. Ar- 
rangements arc also made for the edu- 
Cîitiun of a number of Indian boys and 
girls belonging to tribes on the Pacific 
slope, in a similar manner, at Foreit 
Grove, in Oregon. 
These institutions 
will commend themselves to the liber- 
ality of congrees, and to the philan- 
thropic munificence of the American 
people. 


Last 
sprinfr, 
information 
was re- 
ceived of the organization of an exten- 
sive movettient in t h e W e s t e r n ¡States, 
the object of which was the occu])avion 
by

On the 20th d a y of April, I issuod a 
proclamation 
w a r n i n g 
all 
person? 
against participation in such an at- 
tempt, and, by t h e co-operation ot a 
miliiary force, the invasion was prompt- 
ly checked. 
I t is n w purpose to pro- 
tect the rights of the Indian inhabitjuils 
of that territory to tho fu l extent of 
lUe executive power. 
But it would 
be unwise to ignore tlie fac 
tliut 
a 
territory 
so large and so fertile, with u 
population 80 epHrao a n d with so great 
a wealth oi unused 
resources, wil. be 
found more exposed to tho repetition of 
such attempts îis happened this year, 
when t h e surrounding states «re more 
densely 
settled, 
a n d t h e 
westward 
movement of our population looks still 
more eagerly for Iresh lands to occupy. 
U n d e r such circumelances the difficulty 
of m a i n t a i n i n g the Indian Territory in 
its present state will greatly 
increase, 
and t h e Indian 
tribes 
innabiting it 
would do well to prepare for such a 
eoniirtgency. 
I , thererore, fully ap- 
prove of the advice given to them b y 
the secretary of the interior on a re- 
cent occasion, to divide a m o n g them- 
selves in severalty as largo a q u a n t i t y 
of their kinds as the^' can cultivsto, to

in fee, instead of their present tribal 
ownership in common, and to consider 
in what m a n n e r tho balance of their 
lands m a y be disposed of by the gov- 
e r n m e n t for theii: beneiit. By ndopting 
such a policy they would more certain- 
ly secure lor themselves tho value of 
their possessions, and a t t h e samo lime 
promote their progress i n civilization 
and prosperity, than by endertvoring to 
perpetuate the present state of things 
in t h e territory. 


The question whether a change in the, 
control of the Indian service should be 
made, was in the forty-iifth congress 
referred to a joint eommitteo of both 
houses for inquiry and report. In my 
last annual message I ciipreseed the 
hope that the decision of that question, 
then in prospect, " would arrest further 
agitation of this subject, such agitation 
being apt to produce a disturbing eflect 
upon the service as well as the Indians 
themselves." 
Since then, the commit- 
tee having reported, the question has 
been deemed in the ne:5ative by a vote 
in the house of representatives."^ 


F o r t n e reasons here stated, a n d in 
view ot the fact that f u r t h e r uncertain- 
t y on this point will be calculated to 
obstruct other mucù-needed legislation, 
to weaken t h e discipline of t h e service, 
sind unsettle salutary measures n o w in 
progress for t h e g o v e r n m e n t a n d im- 
p r o v e m e n t of tho Indians, 1 respectful- 
ly 
recommend that t h e decision ar- 
rived at by congr»\Sf: at its last session 
be permitted t o eiand. 


The eflbrts made by the department 
of the interior to arrest the 
DEPRKDATIONS ON THE TlMliKR LANDS 
of the ITnited States have been con- 
tinued, and have met with considerable 
success. 
A large number of oases of 
trespass bave been prosecuted in the 
courts of the United States; 
others 
have been settled, the trospaesers offer- 
ing to make paj rnent to the govern- 
ment for the value of the timber taken 
by tbem. 
Tho proceeds of those prose- 
cutions and eeltlements turned into the 
treasury, far exceed in amount the 
sums appropriated by congress for this 
purpose. 
A more important 
result, 
however, consists in the fact that the 
destruclion of our public forests by 
depredation, although ^uch cases still 
occur, Has been greatly' reduced in ex- 
tent, and it is probable that if tho 
present 
policy i« vigorously 
pursued 
and sufficient provision to that end is 
made by congres?, such trespasses, at 
least those on a large scale, caa be en- 
tirely i-uppretsed. except in tho terri- 
tories where t.mber for tho daily re- 
quirements Of the population 
cannot, 
under the present etnte of the law, be

It istotheabundance ot agricviliuyfJl pro- 
duction, as eorapftiod with our home dail= 
sumption, and the largely mCreased and 
highly profitable market abroad Which 
we have enjoyed in recent years, that w e 
are mainly indebted for our present 
prosperity as a people. 
W e must look 
for its continued maintenance to the

There is no 
branch of industry in which labor, di-
